In addition to th© p u n ish m en t of 
th e sinyer, th e A m erican govern­ 
m ent requested th a t the officers 
who failed to ap p reh en d and p u n ­ 
ish the m en 
responsible for the 
“'in h u m an and uncivilized acts" at 
Tsining be a rre ste d a n d severely 
punished. 
T h - rig h t w as reserved 
to p resen t f u r th e r requests esp e­ 
cially for a p p ro p ria te indem nities. 
The note w a s m ade public here 
today by the state d ep artm en t. 1 )r. 
Seym our w as head of th e hospital 
of th e A m erican P resb y terian m is­ 
sion at Tsining. 
“The legation Is now in receipt i 
of evidence 
w ith 
regard to the 
death of Dr. Seym our, su b s ta n tia t­ 
ed by the sta te m en t of eye w itness­ 
es and o th ers having know ledge of 
th e relevant f 
ts," th* 
note said. 
"This 
evidence 
u n m istak ab ly 
show s that on April 16 several N a ­ 
tionalist soldiers u n d -r th e general 
com m and of M arshal 
F e n g

Hsiang, seised Dr. Seym our on th < 
street outside of th e mission com ­ 
pound. He b ro k - fr'om th eir grasp, 
and entering th e com pound, barred 
th " gat--, w h ereu p o n the soldiers 
fired th ro u g h th e gate, on- bullet 
pasting th ro u g h 
Hr. 
S ey m o u r’s 
heart. 
The soldi-rn th en opened 
th- gate, robbed his body, and de­ 
parted, 
Itr. S eym our di*<! ten min- 
uates later. 
On April 24 Generals 
r*«ng Chen W u, Sun L iang Chen, 
an d Ho Yao Tsu, of th e N atio n al­ 
ist forces called .at the mission and 
expressed re g re t a t the shooting of 
Dr. Seym our. 
Sine© then, however. 
Insofar as the legation is In fo rm ­ 
ed, no • ffort has b f - n m ad e to 
cause th e arrest and p unishm ent 
of the soldiers guilty of this m u r ­ 
der."
